fective means of getting rid of the 
capitalist; but that is not the policy 
they are now pursuing. ' Thpy are 
cngaying in organizing the "prole- 
tariat" into one big union, as they 
call it, in the belief that they can 
bring the great masses of workers 
into a single organization, they can 
then seize the machinery of govern- 
ment as well as ^e machinery of 
indnatry. They ar«^ trying to do in a 
different way exai^tly Vhat Lenine 
and Trotzky did in Russia, and as^ 
far as. possible they are uahie the 
old labor organisations as a conven- 
ient weapon. 

The time when the I. W- W. was 
openly at war with the American 
Federation of Labor. Then it chang- 
ed its tactics and set out to capture 
the Federation. T|ie battle is still 
on, buf the I. W. organizers have 
succeeded in getting a foothold in 
every important union, and in many 
of them they are either in absolute 
control or they hold the balance of 
power between rival factions. 

They have found that, temporar- 
ily at least, tearing up wage agree- 
ments promotes their purposes bet- 
ter than the use of dynamite; that 
more can be accomplished by bring- 
ing about the violation of union con- 
tracts than by dropping emei-y dust 
into the machinery of the factory; 
thl^^the demand for higher wages 
and less work ia a more eloquent ap- 
peal than any form of violence. 
While they always use the weapon 
that seems th« most^ useful their 
aims never change, and their aims 
are identical with the aims of the 
bolsheviki everywhere. 

Nobody can reach an intelligent 
understanding -of the industrial ait- 
uation in the United States «r of 
the new dangers, that confront Amer 
ican institutions who does not fear- 
lessly fad the facts .of the syndical- 
ist movement In this cou|(itry- It has 
beqome not more formidable, but 
menacing, and to seek to dismiss it 
as the work of the ignorant "for- 
eigners" ii a manifestation of sui- 
cidal folly. It cannot be put down 
by force. It must be met with edu- 
cation, and education is wholly lack- 
ing. Nowhere is there any organiz- 
ed attempt to deal with this question 
intelligently and to enable to Amer- 
ican people to comprehend what it 
means to them and their children. — 
New York World.

To ~ny that the strikes and the in- 
dustrial discontent in the United 
States is the work of "foreigners" 
is to explain nothing and to solve 

nothing. 

- In ' the first place it is not true, 
and in the next place if it were true 
we should have the essential facts 
to deal with ju.st thf same, inasmuch 
as American industry is wholly de- 
pendent on this foreign labor, 
thanks to the policy it has* persis- 
tently followed for the last thirty 
years. But Great Britain is having 
even more critical labor troubles 
than the United States; yet Britain 
.labor is native labor. In Italy con- 
ditions are* ItTfT y/bfse. and there 
apain the labor is all native labor and 
has be^n for a thousand years. 

We shallget nowhere by pretend- 
ing that all this ferment in the Unit- 
ed States is the work of ignorant 
foreigners. There is nothing mys- 
terous or occult about it. It has 
been going 0 nin plain sight of every 
body who would take the trouble to 
look. The issue at present is ;i con- 
test between the conservative labor 
leaders for the control of the Labor 
Fede{ation. That contest has been 
in progress for years, radicnlisin 
having. gaini d immeasurably as a re- 
sult of thii war, while conservatism 
has lost ground. 

Although the doctrines of the I. 
W. W. are totally un-American in 
the sense of being antagonistic to 
the American tradition and the 
American theory of , government, 
they are not un-American in their 
origin. The I. W. \V. as a jnilitant 
organization of industrial revolution- 
ists has been at work for twenty 
years and has been gaining strength 
every year that it has been at work. 
The country refused to take it se- 
riously because it was regarded 
merely as a "roughneck" labor or- 
ganization that resorted to violencfe 
and sabotage, and as the average 
American does not believe thai dis 
order can succeed, he took it for 
granted that the I. W. W. could be 
put down by the bayonet and the po- 
liceman's billy. What he refused to 
take into consideration was the fact 
that violence and sabotage were 
inv'idents in the career of syhdicalism 
and that they could be abandoned ev

Unlike his 
brothers, Sixtus and Xavier, who 
served in the Belgian army, he en- 
tered the Austrian service, although 
he declared at the beginning of hos- 
tilities he would refuse to fight 
against the French. 

Owing to Prince Felix's war ser- 
vice there was some hostility to his 
marriage to Grand Duchess Char- 
lotte, but the latter declared it was 
a love match and that she would wed 
no other.
